TOOTH SPLINTING 

Q : What is tooth splinting? What can it do for me? 

A: That old saying — In Unity there is strength — applies to 
teeth, too. Teeth must be strong to withstand biting forces 
(sometimes over 100 pounds) that are applied millions of 
times over a lifetime. yd. ., 

. Unfortunately, gum disease can weaken the bone sup- 
porting the teeth, loosening them so that they can no longer 
bite properly. Sometimes, the bone is normal but, because 
some teeth have been lost, those remaining must support the 
full biting force previously borne by the full compliment of 
teeth. 

Loose teeth which otherwise would be lost can be saved by 
tying (splinting) them together. They can be made much fir- 
mer together than they are alone, particularly if the teeth 
splinted extend around the curve of the dental arch;

"The past performance of their company, 
is not what Waste Management would like us 
to believe," Johnson emphasizes. He said 
that locally, numerous complaints have been 
made by residents of Little Silver Lake sub- 
division about dump smell, noisy machinery, 
and rats. 

Johnson "reported that Waste 
Management, in fact, has been fined for 
operating without proper permits. As other 
Waste Management sites, flagrant violations 
of dump regulations .and apparent total 
disregard for public welfare were sited in 
several news. articles published during the 
last few years. ^ ■*■'"•'■ 

. Johnson went on to say that the future, of 
. the dump site has been depicted by Waste 
Management as a grassy knoll that will be 
monitored for ' -ground seepage or other 
dangerous signs that will in any way have an 

adverse effect on the surrounding area/' ^ 

Johnson claims that the fact is that the 
government requires that Waste, 
Management monitor the site for only three 
years after it is filled. After that, it is up to 
the village to monitor the site at a minimum 
cost of $10,000. per year, virtually forever, 
according to the fact finding committee. 
. According to the CCC spokesman, if any 
leaks were discovered, there presently is no 
indication that Waste Management will be 
required to correct the problem or to make 
restitution to any persons whose health or
